The other, that the woꝛld is a perfect body and 
round foʒm, containing the Oꝛdinances and diſtributions of 
dodies created by God, to tend vnto a purpoſe, and is di⸗ 
atded into two parts, viz. Elementall, and Erherial, The 
firſt is ſubie d tõ daply alterations, and containeth Foure 
Elements, yiz Earth, Aire, Water, Fire. In Element is 
that thereof any thing ts compounded, and of it ſelfe not 
compounded : Df theſe koure Elements 'anp part of anp 
kinde is alſo named fo2 the whole, as any part of the earth 
is called earth, and ſa cf the reſt Fire, Water, ac. Df the 
Coinmtxtton of them is ingendzed diuers things of ſundzp 
hinds as well Uegetiue as Denſitine, Rationall oz Jr= 
rationall, and euerp of theſe Elements nouriſheth therein 
liuing Creatures, Ys the Salamander in our Fire being 
but an imperfect Element, becauſe it is mixt with an earth- 
ip matter: The Came lion which lincth bp the Þpze, and 
Birds alſo which there abide, Fiſkes in the wate r, Ind 
Moles and woꝛmes in the earth, and Man and beaſt on 
the earth.
